Oakland P.D. Arrests ASSSC Senate Member Schmidt

William Schmidt, ASSSC Sen- 
ate Representative and 12 other 
SSC students were injured or 
arrested in Tuesday's anti-draft 
demonstration at the Oakland In- 
duction Center, 

Schmidt, along with several 
thousand other demonstrators, 
was picketing the Induction Cen- 
ter early Tuesday morning when 
the Oakland Police moved a wedge 
of several hundred police into 
the area, Using night sticks and 
tear gas, the police moved the 
demonstrators away from near 
the Induction Center, 

Demonstrators were clubbed 
and kicked, and members of the 
press were also struck by the 
police officers attempting to re- 
move the demonstrators from the 


building entrance, Several cam- 
era units were also broken as 
police smashed into camera men 
tilming the scene, 

Schmidt, who is now under 
arrest in Oakland, was ina group 
of several hundred other demon- 
strators, As the police moved in, 
the crowd was pushed up against 
a wall and Schmidt was struck 
on the head with a riot stick, 
He was then taken to Highlands 
hospital with a brain concussion, 

\long with Schmidt were | ibe: 
Benke former SSC studen' 4

was sprayed with tear gas and 
hit in his ribs several times, 
and then was taken to the Oak- 
land jail, He and Schmidt are 
both in custody under $650 bail.

Senate Votes 
Funds For 


Schmidt Bail 


The Student Senate this Wed- 
wsday voted to strongly condemn 
and protest ‘‘the excessive and 
severe use of force™’ used to 
put down an anti-draft demon- 
stration at the Oakland Induction 
Center, and further voted to post 
bail for an SSC student and a 
former student arrested in the 
demonstration, 

In unprecedented action, the 
Senate voted 6-5 to take funds 
of up to $1500 from the ASSS( 
genera! reserve fund to post bail 
for Tibor Benke and Bill Schmidt, 
Schmidt is an arts and sciences 
representative on the Senate. 

Several hours after the meet- 
ing, however, it was learned that 
bail had already been posted by 
a peace group and Schmidt and 
Benke released, 

As in other recent Senate mat- 
ters involving political issues, 
the legislators were sharply split 
in their votes and opinions on 
the two issues. 

More than a score of specta- 
tors attended the Ribera Room 
meeting, adding their views to 
those of the Senate members and 
applauding loudly when Senate 
Chairman John E, Sutter voted 
yes on the bail bond issue, break- 
ing a 5-5 tie, 

In breaking the tie, Sutter said 
that Benke and Schmidt had a 
right to their day in court to 
prove or disprove the legality 
of their act, and until then they 
should be enabled to return to 
classes, He added that since they 
were SSC students, a bond ex-

cent of the students favoring le- 
galization of the drug and 42 
percent voting to keep the pre- 
sent laws in effect 

rhe recent election, held last 
luesday and \Wednesday to elect 
homecoming queen finalists, also 
contained questionnaires on the 
war in Vietnam and the mari- 
juana laws, A record number 
of students, 3003, voted in the 
election which is nearly twice 
as many as ever before 

Of the three issues on the 
ballot, the Marijuana question- 
received the most attention, with 
96 per cert of the total voters 
casting baliots onthe issue, while 
ss per cent of the voters turned 
in their bajiots on the Vietnam 
issue and for homecoming queen 
finalist, 


The vote to legalize marijuana 
did not receive an overwhelming 
majority as some had expected, 
with 1229 students voting to reg- 
ulate it along the same lines 
as tobacco and alcohoi. With just 
69 viewer votes, 1160 students 
voted to keep the laws as they 
now are. Five per cent of the 
voters, 495 students, said the 
laws should be changed to make 
possession and or sale of the 
drug a misdeameanor. 

Considering the 5 percentage 
of voters who want to lessen 
the penalty, the vote could be 
interpreted either of two ways, 
Two thirds of the students voted 
to liveralize the marijuana laws; 
or: two thirds of the students 
voted to not legalize the drug. 


The questionaire on Vietnam 
showed that 1344 students took 
the ‘‘Dove’’ position of de-es- 
calating the war, while 1098 stu- 
dents took the ‘‘Hawk’’ position 
of escalating the war. 

The largest vote on the issue 
showed that most students were 
backing the present United States 
position in Vietman. The first 
question, supporting the use of 
question, for the support of the 
administrative status-quo posi- 


tion received 8 * of the votes.

The last question, supporting 
the use of any military means 
other than invasior or nuclear 
weapons to end the war quick- 
ly, received 21 “, of the votes, 
and is the present policy the Uni- 
ted States is carrying out in 
Vietnam, 

This essentia!!y brings the to- 
tal to 29. of the students favor- 
ing the present U,S, policy, On 
the opposite end, only 2’5 of the 
students voted to use nuclear 
weapons to end the war quickly. 
But 17°. of the students favored 
and invasion of North Vietnam 
in an attempt to end the war 
rapidly. 

Next to the support of the 
present U.S, policy, the immed- 
iate cessation of the bombing 
of North Vietnam with increased 
steps toward the use of any ave- 
nue to negotiation and political 
settlement of the war was the 
most favored receiving 254 of 
the votes 

Immediate American military 
de-escalation with increased re- 
liance on the South Vietnamese 
armed forces received 17, of 
the vote. Immediate unilateral! 
withdrawal was also favored by 
177; of the students, 


‘Grass Roots’ 
Group Takes 
Senate to Task 


A Grass Roots movement of 
Sacramento State College Stu- 
dents is attempting to take their 
elected Student Senate to court 
over posting bail for a mem- 
ber of the senate, Student Sen- 
ator William Schmidt was arrest- 
ed for blocking the entrance to 
the Oakland Induction Center 
Tuesday, With Schmidt was Ti- 
bor Benke a former SSC Student, 
Benke was scheduled to be in- 
ducted in the Armed Forces Wed- 
nesday morning, Yesterday, the

Yesterday the Union o1 Stu- 
dents and Students for a Demo- 
cratic Society held a rally in 
protest of the action by the Oak- 
land police. Ron Groves of SDS 
said that ‘‘the Oakland Police 
are no more than trained thugs, 
they used totally illegal proce- 
dures on Tuesday, 

He went on to say that in

Buddy, Can You 
Lend Me A Dime 


It is clearly evident that the ASSSC Student 
Senate erred on \Wednesday when that body 
approved a proposal! to post bond for two peo- 
ple who were arrested in demonstrations Tues- 
day at the Oakland Military Induction Center. 

The decision was irresponsible and unpremedi- 
tated, 

One of the SSC students who was arrested 
was Bill Schmidt, a Student Senate member. 
The other was a former student who was to be 
inducted into the service at the Oakland terminal 
on Wednesday. 

Not all of the actions of the senate are to be 
condemned, The resolution it passed protesting 
the brutality of the Oakland police is very justi- 
fied, but in no way authorizes them to use 
Student funds to release people no matter what 
the violation is, 

The ASSSC does not have a mora! duty to 
defend all of its students who might be arrested 
for sometiing in which the arrestee believes. 
Consider the violators of the marijuana laws 
who continually visit county jail, This does not 
condemn the alleged violators, but the ASSSC 
simply does not have the right or the resources 
to post bail for all of them, 

While the intentions of the individual members 
probably are quite commendaibe, their judge- 
ment in voting approval of the measure is defi- 
riteyd 
nitely open to criticism on several counts: 

1) The representatives voted hasitly and without 
knowledge whatsoever of the actual circumstances 
involved, The failed to discover that one Tibor 
Benke withdrew from the college and was ordered 
to active duty in the Army starting Wednesday; 

2) no matter how much they try to justify 
their move as a unique and one-shot action, 
they have established a dangerous precedent-- 
future senates, even the present senate might 
use the measure to justify other ard farther 
reaching proposals to provide aid to jailed 
students and former students of Sacramento State 
College; 3) the immediacy and massivity of the 
cry against the measure is indicative of the 
general student objection to the senate’s action. 
Contrary to growing opinion on the Strdent Sen- 
ate itself, the senators are supposed to rep- 
resent and uphold the feelings of their consti- 
tuents; 

4) the senators seem to have acted more 
out of sympathy for a fellow senator even though 
they attempted to convince themselves that they 
would have taken the same action with any stu- 
dent. One wonders if the same action indeed 
would have been taken if the arrested had been 
anyone else; 

5) the senate’s use of money from the ASSSC 
Genera! Fund for bail can be compared to the 
little old bank executive who ‘‘borrows’”’ the 
bank’s money with the ‘‘intention’’ of putting it 
back--it is still illegal, 

6) the Student Senate never did check into 
the legality of their action, 

The fact that another group posted bond for 
Benke and Schmidt probably saved the Student 
Senate from legal] reprimand, However, the fact 
remains that the representatives erred--the Hor- 
net hopes that they learn by their mistakes.

Although more debaters are al- 
ways welcome, the number of 
participants is presently small. 
We hope to improve. Part of the 
problem has been a lack of con- 
tinuity in the program. For the 
last four years, there has been 
a different debate coach each 
year, 

Later in the year, a public 
debate on the national topic ‘‘Re- 
solved that the Federal Govern- 
ment should guarantee a mini- 
mum annual income to all cit- 
izens’’ will be held. This is one 
way to promote enjoyment of 
debate by the student body,

No Women’s Hours 
At lowa College 





Grinnell, Ia,-(1,P.)-Grinnell Col- 
lege has abolished women’s hours 
effective immediately. President 
Glenn Leggett said the Board of 
Trustees approved the new po- 
licy in the belief ‘‘that any re- 
gulation of college women’s hours, 
either by the coilege or by the 
individual, is a matter of se- 
curity rather than morality and 
that reasonable security can be 
assured within the women’s res- 
idences without the necessity of 
the college’s maintaining an ar- 
bitrary ‘‘hours’ system,’’ 

Dean of Women Alice 0. Low 
said the decision was made af- 
ter careful and lengthy discus- 
sion among individual students, 
the representatives of student 
government groups, the Faculty 
Commiitee on Student Affairs, 
and the student deans.

Dean Low 
said, ‘‘These changes have been 
reflected in a gradual relaxa- 
tion of the time limits which have 
been imposed on college women 
in their freedom to remain cut- 
side the college dormitorie’, and 
the hours imposed on mo am- 
puses today are far m re lib- 
eral than they were ony a de- 
cade ago.‘‘Dean Low ac ied that 
it has been increasingi) uifficult 
to justify the regulation of 
women’s hours since neither con- 
temporary parental practices nor 
educational! philosophy tends to 
support such regulation, 

“The way a student uses his or 
her time clearly has an effect 
on the individual’s academic suc- 
cess and social life, but the re- 
lative effect varies greatly on 
individuals and at different 
times,’’ Dean Low said.

WASHINGTON (CPS) — An 

omnibus bill designed to pro- 
vide equal post-secondary ed- 
ucational opportunities for all 
Americans will be introduced 
in Congress within the next two 
weeks, 

The bill is part of a $30 
billion legislative program being 
prepared by Rep. John Conyers 
Jr. (D-Mich.). Eight separate 
bills are expected to be included 
in the program, They will deai 
with what Rep. Conyers has call- 
ed the three most serious prob- 
lems of the nation’s ghettoes— 
jobs, housing, and education, 

The higher education bil! con- 
tains two major provisions, The 
first authorizes the estab- 
lishment of a special loan pro- 
gram _ to finance students’ post- 
secondary education, and the sec- 
ond provides for greatly in- 
creased federal! aid to institu- 
tions of higher learning. 

A separate bill is designed to 
improve elementary and sec- 
ondary education in the ghetto 
by providing significantly great- 
er expenditures per school, 

Taken as a whole, Conyers is 
calling his plan to aid the ghet- 
toes the Full Opportunity Act of 
1967. Other bills will provide 
for equal employment oppor- 
tunities, fair housing, and chil- 
dren’s allowances, One bill would 
increase the minimum wage to 
$2 an hour, 

Conyers is presently working 
out the final details of his pro- 
posals and seeking support from 
congressmen and influential 
groups. 

A Conyers aide admits there 
is no hope that the $30 million 
program will be accepted and 
passed by Congress, ‘‘The bills 
were not designed to be passed, 
but to emphasize the mas- 
sive and far-reaching pro- 
grams which need to be under- 
taken to actually help the 
ghettoes,’’ he said, 

Conyers thinks Congress must 
make a massive financial com- 
mitment, Starting with about 
$30 billion annually over and 
beyond what is now being spent, 
if the federal government is to 
have any hope of dealing with 
the ghetto problems, the aide 
said, 

‘‘Amounts much smaller than 
that may well be realistic re- 
sponses to the political necess- 
ities of Congress, but only 
amounts of that order are real- 
istic responses to the actual nec - 
essities of the ghetto,’’ he added. 

Conyers’ general program is 
outlined in a memorandum be- 
ing circulated on Capitol Hill 
and among the leaders of in- 
fluential groups, including civil 
rights, labor and political or- 
ganizations. The Michigan con- 
gressman, a Negro, also wants 
support from student groups. 

The higher education bill’s 
loan program makes it possible 
for any student attending a post- 
secondary institution to obtain a 
loan from the federal govern- 
ment, regardiess of his fi- 
nancial status. The program

Gordon P, Martin, College Li- 
brarian, has announced that new 
research resources are now 
available. The \latest major re- 
search tool is the microfilmedi- 
tion of the Ifuman Relations Area 
Files, 

The HRAI Microfiles, a 
unique collection of primar; 
source materials in the field 
of anthropology and the related 
behavioral sciences, are lo- 
cated in the Social Science ref- 
erence Room of the library on 
the third floor, 

The Microfiles contain ap- 
proximately one million pages of 
material. They are organized 
by ethnic and political units, and 
are arranged by topic so that 
information on a particular cul- 
ture—or a single topic within a 
cross-cultura! sample —can be re 
trieved rapidly and accurately. 

At the present time 132 dif- 
ferent cultures are represented 


in the files. and additions are 
made each year, 
Studies have demonstrated 


that the files have considerable 
value in providing comparative 
empirical data for research ina 
wide variety of academic disci- 
plines,

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Hornet Foundation 
President Resigns 


Kenneth L, McAfferty director 
of the Hornet Foundation has an- 
nounced his resignation effective 
on November 1, McAfferty, who 
has held the post since March, 
is retiring for reasons of ill 
health, 

McAfferty recently spoke to 
‘*The Hornet’’ concerning the 
Foundation’s purposes and goals, 
which, according to its charter, 
are ‘‘To assist in and promote 
the development, maintenance, 
and operation of Sacramento State 
College, to further the educa- 
tional objectives of said college 
and to provide necessury and de- 
sirable equipment and facilities 
for the students and faculty there- 
o,”’ 

The Hornet Foundation, Mc- 
Afferty explained, handles SSC’s 
‘**Self-supporting’ campus en- 
terprises—and when I say ‘self- 
Supporting,’ I mean unsupported 
by tax money. These are such 
things as food service, the book 
store, and certain types of hous- 
ing such as the new College Town 
development. 

‘Each State college campus 
has an organization similar to 
the Hornet Foundation, as a 
means of answering the opera- 
tional demands peculiar ... to 
these services, It makes iteasier 
to operate such things as book- 
stores—which require quick ac- 
tion on purchasing — without 
recourse to St7t* agencies .”’ 

The Horret ‘| oundation is a 
self-supporting corporation con- 
trolied hy a board of directors 
composed of SSC students and 
members of the faculty and ad- 
ministration. 

McAfferty said he preferred 
io term what ordinarily might 
be called profit ‘‘reserve after 
operating expenses,’’ as the ma- 


jority of these funds are plowed 
back in to the Foundation’s op- 
erations or pledged as financial 
assistance to various campus 
organizations and projects. Mc- 
Afferty cited two examples: 
$55,000 was presented to the 
ASSSC in its project to expand 
the football field facilities and 
another $50,000 pledged to the 
College Union once it begins 
operating. 


Although it took losses in 
the areas of both food services 
and its general account, the 
Foundation finished out the fis- 
cal year ending June 30 with a 
profit of $44,478. 


When queried about the prob- 
able future of the Foundation, 
McAfferty said. ‘‘It is pretty 
much geared to the tempo of the 
college—it must grow to fulfill 
its stated purpose. 


‘‘As the institution grows, so 
must necessarily the ancillory 
services grow, and therefore, 
the growth of the Foundation de- 
pends on the growth of the insti- 
tution It exists to support 
the institution.’’ 


McAfferty said that the Foun- 
dation’s Hornet Bookstore sells 
its wares at prices comparable 
to those outside the campus, 
and that ijast year’s protests 
concerning the Foundation’s food 
service have been looked into and 
corrected 


‘‘As for myself,’’ he said, ‘‘I’m 
going back to a high, dry ciimate

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Courts Rule 
On Teacher 
Loyalty Oaths 


Today loyalty oaths are still 
being required of public school 
teachers, faculty members in 
State -supported institutions of 
higher education, and sometimes 
stucents, despite numerous court 
rulings declaring loyalty oaths 
unconstitutional, 

Approximately half of the na- 
tion’s states force their public 
employees to sign some type of 
loyalty oath or else be denied 
State employment. Loyalty oaths 
were first enacted into law during 
the 1930’s in some states, More 
States adopted them during the 
McCarthy era ofthe early 1930's. 

Since then five Supreme Court 
and several lower court decis- 
ions have declared loyalty oaths 
unconstitutiona!, but they have 
Survived in spite of the decisions 
of the courts. Loyalty oaths which 
had been declared unconstitu- 
tional were reworded by many 
States and continue ww 0be 
required. 

\ case now before the Supreme 
Court will provide the opportuni- 
ty for the court to strike down 
all or most types of loyalty oaths. 

The courts will decide the con- 
Stitutionality of Maryland’s 
seventeen-year-old Ober Act, 
requiring all state employees to 
sign statements that they are not 
engaged ‘‘in one way or another’’ 
in any attempt to overthrow the 
governments of the United States, 
Maryland, or any political sub- 
division of them by force or 
violence, 

The act is being tested by 
Howard Whitehal! a Quaker, to 
whom the University of Maryland 
denied a faculty position because 
he refused to sign the oath. His 
attorneys argue that the oath 
violates the free speech and free 
association provisions of the 
First Amendment. The Quaker 
belief prohibits oath-taking 

Fight faculty members are 
testing this type of law in Colo- 
rado. Decisions are expected 
within a few months

TRUSTEES ORDER VENDING CENTER DESTROYED 


4 recent resolution passed by 
the State College Board of 
Trustees has ordered that Sac- 
ramento State College’s contro- 
versiai vending machine center 
be constructed and then torn 
down, 


The seemingly paradoxical 
order was issued at the board’s 
September 20-21 meeting. Ac- 
cording to the resolution, plans 
were accepted with a provision 
that the building be removed as 
soon as the Hornet Foundation 
and the lender have recovered 
the funds which they invested, 


An estimated $32,100 was pre- 
sented to the board as the re- 


quired cost fer construction and 
implementation of the vending 
center. That figure is more than 
twice the amount borrowed from 
Servomation for construction of 
the facility. 


The resolution(RCPBG 67-46) 
states in part, ‘‘Resolved by the 
Board of Trustees .,, that the 
schematic plans for the (vend- 
ing center) be approved at an 
estimated project cost of $32,100 
...and be it provided further that 
the Building be removed and the 
site restored after the lender 
and the Hornet Foundation have 
recovered respective funds in- 
vested 


‘And be it further resolved 
that the (plans for the center) 
are approved with extreme re- 
luctance and only in order to 
avoid financial loss to the Hor- 
net Foundation ,,.’’ 

Last month the vending center, 
located on the quad in front of 
the library, became the center 
of attention for a group of stu- 
dents who opposed several! as- 
pects of the construction of the 
center, They distributed coffee 
and cookies in an attempt todraw 
attention to their opposition. 

No word has been given on 
how long it will take the Hornet 
Foundation to recover its invest- 
ment, 


Senate Votes Schmidt Bail Money 


isted between them and the rest 
of the strdent body. 

During the lengthy discussion 
on the aavisability of posting bail, 
proponents of the measure ar- 
gued that the move would not 
imply agreement with the stu- 
dents’ actions and would not be 
an alloeation of ASSSC funds, but 
merciy a loan, The motion to 
post bail was introduced by Char- 
les T, Gregory, faculty represen- 
tative, but was initially suggest- 
ed by AS President Jan Eakes, 
Eakes cannot vote or introduce 
motions to the Senate. 

Representative Barbara Hen- 
derson had made the motion to 
put the bail bond item on the 
agenda following completion of 
other Senate business, including 
passage of the resolution con- 
demning the Oakland Police, 

During the discussion John 
Krier, student association man- 
ager, suggested a fund drive cal- 
ling on individual students to con- 
tribute to the bail, but his idea 
was not acted upon by the Sen- 
ate. 

Representatives Dan Hinrichs 
of engineering and Eddie Lee of 
business were the most vocal 
opponents of the bail bond allo- 
cation. Along with arts and scien- 
ces representative Ed Carrol 
they said they could not vote 
to put up student funds for the 
use suggested, Hinrichs also re- 
minded the Senate that the stu- 
dents had been involved in civil 
disobedience, which should not by 
any implication be condoned by 
the Senate. 

Dr, D.E, Moore, professor of 
speech and faculty representative 
on the Senate for three years, 
spoke against the allocation, He 
also said that in passing the po- 
lice brutality resolution the Sen- 
ate had done the same thing to 
the police that they charged the 
police had done to the student 
demonstrators. i.e they were 
judging them without a trial. 

Student Senate secretary Lin- 
da Borden was so disturbed by 
the bail bond motion that she 
stopped taking minutes long 
enough to be recognized by the 
chair and speak as an SSC stu- 
dent. She spoke strongly against 
the allocation, saying that the 
money proposed to be posted is 
the money of the student body 
and not of the Student Senate, 

Speaking for the motion, arts 
and sciences representative 
Roger L, Smith asserted that 
posting bail would be an oppor- 
tunity to put more than the Sen- 
ate’s voice behind Benke and 
Schmidt. 

Also in favor of the motion, 
Professor Gregory urged the 
representatives to ‘‘vote their 
convictions’’ 

Another proponent of the mea- 
sure was Hardy Frye, who said 
that a Wednesday morning poll 
taken by professors in several 
sociology classes revealed that

The police brutality motion 
also caused extended debate fol- 
lowing its introduction by Miss 
Henderson, [he motion was 
passed 6-2-2. 

The full text of the resolu- 
tion is as follows: 

WHEREAS: Violence is not to 
be condoned or excused wheth- 
er by the authorities or by the 
general public except to suppress 
other violence, and 


WHEREAS: The police of Oak- 
land displayed excessive and se- 
vere force in suppressing a de- 
monstration at the Oakland In- 
duction Center of the Selective 
Service, and 


WHEREAS: A member of this 
Senate was critically injured and 
many other students of this cam- 
pus fell victim to the suppression, 
and 


WHEREAS: Students in gen- 
eral suffered by the actions of 
the authorities at the Oakland 
Induction Center, therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED: That the 
Senate of the Associated Students 
of Sacramento State College 
strongly condemn and protest the 
exessive and severe use of force 
at the Oakland Induction Cen- 
ter, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: 
That the Senate directs copies 
of this resolution be sent to the 
Mayor and Police Commission 
of Oakland, 

The vote on the resolution was 
as follows; Yes--Prof. Gregory, 
Ed Carrol, Jane Hagerty, Bar- 
bara Henderson, Roger Smith, 
Judy Schefer, No--Eddie Lee and 
Dan Hinrichs.

Theology Prof Claims 
Non-Violent Policy 


Father Richard McSorley, a 
theology professor at George- 
town University, says the policy 
of the Mobilization Committee 
is non-violence ‘‘in the Gandhian 
sense, If we are hit we will not 
retaliate, We will not break police 
lines.’’ But Mobilization leaders 
admit that they can’t guarantee 
against the actions of individuals, 

“If there is a problem of 
violence on October 21 it will 
be caused by the police,’’ Del- 
linger says. 

The committee leaders say 
they have reason to fear police 
attacks. They point to Sept. 20, 
when demonstrators from Wo- 
men Strike for Peace were at- 
tacked with clubs by police be- 
cause more than 100 were at- 
tempting to picket in front of the 
White House, A recent rule limits 
the number to 100, 

Adds Dagmar Wilson, leader 
of Women Strike for Peace and 
a recent visitor to North Vietnam: 
*‘One who has seen the desper- 
ation of women who are help- 
less to protect their children 
from violence from the skies

can’t be very scared of billy 
clubs and bruises,’’ 

Vellinger, who just returned 
from a meeting with North Viet- 
namese and members of the Na- 
tional Liberation Front, also 
fears other tactics by the Ad- 
ministration, which he says must 
either pay attention to growing 
opposition to the war or attempt 
to suppress or evade it. He points 
to new ordinances ‘‘against free 
speech,’’ such as the one limit- 
ing the number of pickets in 
front of the White House and an- 
other, under consideration in 
Congress, which would strictly 
limit protests on Capitol Hill, 

And in another recent case 
two young men who had been 
protesting the draft with a sit- 
in in front of the Selective Ser- 
vice headquarters in Washington 
—Rodney Robinson of Redwood 
City, California, and Matthew 
Clark of Clarkesburg, Virginia— 
said they were pushed into cor- 
ners and handled very roughly 
by police, even though they said 
they neither resisted nor cooper- 
ated with their arrest.
